AN ADVANCE IN COCAINE. 


For some time past cocaine has occu- 
pied a very strong position because of 
a small available supply, both on spot 
and abroad, a good demand and a 
hardening tendency in values for the 
raw material, The trade was not very 
much surprised, therefore, at the ad- 
vance of fifty cents an ounce, which 
was announced by both importers and 
domestic manufacturers early last 
week. 


It will be remembered that at about 
this time last year, or a trifle earlier, 
an upward movement in cocaine began 
by reason of conditions similar to the 
above. In the early part of July, 1899, 
cocaine was obtainable in a large way 
on spot at three dollars an ounce. 
During August there were two ad- 
vances of twenty-five cents each and 
one advance of fifty cents. In Septem- 
ber there were two advances, the first 
of seventy-five cents and the second of 
twenty-five cents. October established 
further advances, one of twenty cents 
and another fifty-five cents. These ad- 
vances brought prices up to six dollars 
an ounce for bulk, which figure ruled 
very firm until in January. Spot sup- 
plies during this period were kept low 
by a large consumption and manufac- 
turers were not inclined to enter con- 
tracts. About the first of February ad- 
vices from abroad began to report an 
easier feeling, due to more liberal ar- 
rivals of coca leaves from primary 
markets. Prices began to decline and 
the New York market declined in sym- 
pathy. The first quotable decline was 
one of fifty cents in January and the 
second one of seventy-five cents in 
February. This brought the bulk price 
down to $4.75. During this period there 
was a uniformity in quotations, but on 
March 26 one domestic manufacturer 
announced a further decline of twenty- 
five cents, which was not immediately 
followed by the other interests, and 
when they did reduce their quotations 
it was only for ten days or so, when 


they returned to the old quotation of 
$4.75. As a result an irregular market 
prevailed until the latter part of June, 
when the one low seller advanced quo- 
tations to the same figure quoted by all 
others, viz., $4.75@$4.95 an oumce for 
bulk. This quotation prevailed until 
last week, when the advance of fifty 
cents, above described, took place. The 
new range of quotations is $5.25@$5.45 
per ounce for bulk. The advance is due 
to the very strong position of coca 
leaves. Advices from Europe are par- 
ticularly strong. Stocks there, both of 
the leaves and the manufactured arti- 
cle, are very small, and there are no 
offers of the raw material from pri- 
mary markets except at very high 
prices. In this market coca leaves are 
not so strong, as supplies are ample for 
the present, but the probability that 
further supplies will not be forthcom- 
ing causes prices to be well maintained.

GAMBIER GAINING STRENGTH. 


For several weeks almost the sole in- 
terest of the dyestuff market has been 
centered on gambier, which, under the 
influence of a strong statistical posi- 
tion, steady consumptive demand and 
careful manipulation, has rapidly ad- 
vanced, It is now held firm at high 
prices, with prospects that are not 
favorable to lower figures. 

Since the first of the month it is esti- 
mated that the visible supply has been 
reduced by from eight thousand to nine 
thousand bales, leaving the spot supply 
in New York and Boston at the present 
time about 28,000 bales. There are but 
15,000 bales to arrive on the only two 
vessels now afloat with gambier for the 
United States. One other boat, the sailer 
Laghetto, a small vessel of five hun- 
dred tons burden, is now under char- 
ter, but latest advices indicate that she 
has not yet reached Singapore, and as 
she will take several weeks to load, it 
would not be safe to speculate upon 
her leaving port before the latter part 
of September or perhaps October Ist. 
So far consumers have been well sup- 
plicd at lower figures from the heavy 
arrivals that came in the early part of 
the year, and they have been enabled 
to hold aloof, leaving the market to a 
great extent in the hands of the specu- 
lators. Of late, however, inquiries show 
that the former are beginning to take 
more interest, and some_ substantial 
sales have been made on their account, 

With an absence of shipments and 
consequent heavy falling off in visi- 
ble supply, it was a comparatively 
easy task for the bulls to corner the 
market and fix the present high values, 
which range from four and one-eighth 
to four and one-half cents, Conflicting 
interests fought hard against the ad- 
vance and the movement was slow up 
to a fortnight or three weeks ago, 
when the price jumped with a 
bound from three and one-half to 
four cents. Some of the shorts 
have lost heavily and gambier in 
all positions is held by very strong 
hands, who show little disposition to 
make concessions. Just at present short 
interests are well covered and the mar- 
ket may be said to be a waiting one. 
By the next thirty days the position 
will be more clearly defined and East- 
ern shippers will be forced to show 
their hands. As we _ have before 
stated, it is claimed by the bulls that 
supply is short in the primary market, 
but the bear element contends that first 
hands are merely holding back for 
tempting prices in this market. Be 
this as it may, Singapore offerings are 
not heavy and the price demanded for 
far off shipments or September-October 
is firm at three ninety-seven and a 
half, which, with charges added, would 
bring the cost to close upon four cents. 

It is remarkable that the gambier 
brought by the Albania and the Hono- 
lulu, the last two vessels to arrive, lost 
heavily in weight while in transit. 
Sailer gambier is usually reckoned to 
lose between twelve and thirteen per 
cent., but that on the first vessel named 
showed an average loss of fully fifteen 
per cent., while on the latter the loss 
was even greater upon the average, 
and in some instances has been rated 
as high as cighteen and even twenty- 
two per cent. It is evident, therefore, 
that the gambier has been very green, 





and as the loss is born by the shippers, 
it might even lead to the supposition 
that there was but little well dried 
stuff to offer. It would not be surpris- 
ing, therefore, if no great quantities 
are sent forward, at least this seems 
to be the general impression. 
Comparatively little interest has been 
shown in cube gambier, though in sym- 
pathy with bale goods the market has 
taken a firmer tone. About twenty-five 
tons were sold to speculators from the 
Honolulu at from six and one-quarter 
to six and one-half cents, according to 
condition and quantity.

THE FIRM POSITION OF (COCOA 
BUTTER. 


As noted in the last issue of The Re- 
porter, the average price realized at the 
cocoa butter auction at Amsterdam or 
the 7th inst. was a substantial advance 
over the average price of the previous 
sale. The advance was from eighty- 
nine to ninety-eight Dutch cents per 
half kilo, a trifle more than ten per 
cent. At the London sale on Tuesday 
last a substantial advance over the pre- 
vious London sale was also scored. The 
advance per pound was from sixteen 
and nine-sixteenths pence to nineteen 
and one-quarter pence, or more than 
sixteen per cent. These advances were 
looked for by the trade in general and 
were due to a large decrease in the of- 
ferings at both sales. The July sales in 
both markets also scored an advance 
over the June sales for a similar rea- 
son. The offerings of late have been as 
follows:

Thus it will be seen that the last 
Amsterdam figure is the highest since 
the February sale and the London fig- 
ure, which is higher than the Amster- 
dam, is the highest since August, 1899. 
Spot quotations have _ fluctuated in 
sympathy with those established at the 
auction sales and inasmuch as these 
last advances in London and Amster- 
dam were expected, they were in a 
large measure discounted in this mar- 
ket before the sales. The last Amster- 
dam figure is equivalent to fully forty- 
one cents per pound laid down here, 
but in our issue previous to the sale 
we noted an advance in spot values 
to forty-one and forty-two cents and 
on Monday last another advance to 
forty-two cents was noted. The ad- 
vance at London on Tuesday, however, 
was rather larger than was generally 
anticipated, many believing that the 
result would be on a parity with the 
Amsterdam prices, and as a conse- 
quence we note a further advance to 
forty-three and forty-four cents, as to 
quantity and brand. The London auc- 
tion price of nineteen and one-quarter 
pence is equivalent to forty-four cents 
laid down in New York. The fluctuations 
in spot values since July, 1899, have 
been from thirty-three cents in July to 
thirty-six cents in August, thirty- 
eight and one-half cents in September, 
forty cents in November, forty-three 
cents in December, a decline to forty- 
one cents in January, forty-three cents 
again in February and forty-four cents 
in the early part of March. From 
then until June there was an easy tone 
to values, which declined until thirty- 
six cents was reached in June, because 
of the very large offerings at the auc- 
tions and the slow demand. This 
market is at present very qulet, 
but owing to the small spot stock, is in 
a position to be readily influenced by 
any change in the conditions abroad. 


Notwithstanding the small supplies and 
upward trend of prices, consumers 
have shown very little interest in the 
market and only buy to supply their 
immediate requirements, which at this 
season are usually very small. 

There is at present a very strong un- 
dertone to the market for cocoa butter 
and indications point to continued hard- 
ening of values for some time to come. 
For some time past the entire produc- 
tion of butter has found a ready out- 
let into channels for consumption, and 
the demand is steadily on the increase 
all over the world. Of late there has 
been considerable legislation in Austria, 
Germany and France against the use of 
animal fats in edible products, and de- 
mand for cocoa butter is naturally ex- 
pected to increase. It is also reported 
that large consumers in Germany have 
petitioned the Government to reduce 
the duty on cocoa butter, which 
would also tend to increase the de- 
mand. In America also, the consump- 
tion is steadily increasing. On the 
other hand, the demand for cocoa pow- 
der shows no signs of increasing and 
is certainly not keeping pace with the 
production, as supplies are accumulat- 
ing. It therefore stands to reason that, 
inasmuch as the butter cannot be pro- 
duced without making the powder also, 
producers will have to get more for 
their cocoa butter to overcome the loss 
on the powder, which will naturally de- 
cline in value as the supply exceeds 
the demand. Taking these facts into 
consideration, it would seean to be evi- 
dent that a period of high prices for 
cocoa butter is before us. There will 
naturally be fluctuations from time to 
time, but the tendency of prices, as a 
rule, will be upward. What the re- 
sult of the coming auctions will be 
is somewhat uncertain and will natu- 
rally depend on the extent of the offer- 
ings and the demand. There seems to 
be but little doubt but that the de- 
mand will be good, as consumption is 
generally active throughout the fall and 
winter months, It is not expected that 
the offerings will be large, as cables 
from Amsterdam report that receipts 
are small and the best quotation now 
sent out is three Dutch cents above 
the average price paid at the last Am- 
sterdam auction. 

Box butter has naturally followed the 
course of the bulk of goods and is also 
in small supply and in fair demand. 
The advance has been from forty-two 
cents to forty-eight and fifty cents per 
pound, as to brand. During the Spring 
months box butter did not show so 
great a decline as did bulk goods, ow- 
ing to the fact that at no time were 
supplies very abundant. This was due 
to the fact that packers were not in- 
clined to put up goods at the high 
prices which were ruling last Winter 
and as a result the supply has been 
rather meager ever since.

JULY PETROLEUM STATISTICS. 


The reports of the several pipe line 
companies for the month of July shows 
more plainly the cause for the weak- 
ness in the market for the product 
and the recent decline. The production 
during July, as represented by pipe 
line runs, shows but trifling variation 
from that during the month preceding, 
although the increase in new produc- 
tion as shown by the field report had 
given the impression that an increase 
in total production would be shown by 
the pipe line reports. It is evident 
from this that the decrease in produc- 
tiveness in the older wells has been at 
a rate to require a larger accession of 
new wells and ever increasing new 
production to keep the total up to the 
average of the past year, which may 
be taken as roughly representing the 
actual consumptive requirements. The 
feature of the July reports, however, 
which will attract most interest is the 
decrease shown in deliveries, they hav- 
ing been the smallest in amount of 
any month this year, while ordinarily 
the deliveries begin to show a marked 
increase during that month, and were 
the smallest of any month during the 
past five years. The cause for the de- 
erease is attributed to the falling off, 
temporarily it is believed, in the de- 
mand from far eastern ports, and es- 
pecially from China. The demand 
from Europe shows no material change

On Thursday last a_ serious fire 
started in the workshop of Hirschberg

Some fear has been expressed in the 
trade that the world’s production of 
quicksilver is likely to prove unequal 
to the growing demand.

Indiana vil field to Chicago is being 
taken up and it is said the entire line 
may be abandoned. A _ big force of 
men is employed in tearing out the 
twenty-five mile section between Phoe- 
nix and Buckeye running diagonally 
across Wells county. What is the 
purpose of this move the Manhattan 
officials decline to divulge, though in- 


dependent producers say the Manhat- 
tan company will concentrate all pro- 
duction on its own pipe line and aban- 


don the Cudahy line, built ten years 
ago, and through which millions of 
barrels of Indiana oil have been 
pumped. 


The reported discovery of mineral oil 
in Humboldt county, Cal., opens up an 
extensive new territory for exploita- 
tion. The fluid has been struck in the 
neighborhood of Petrolia at a depth of 
1,300 feet and oil-bearing sand has been 
found in another well a mile from the 
original discovery. These two devel- 
opments indicate the presence of a new 
oil field covering a considerable area. 


The existence of oil in Humboldt coun- , 


iy in paying quantities has been sus- 
pected for years. Outcroppings have 
been found there at various points. But 
it was not until the discoveries of min- 
eral oil in Fresno and Kern counties 
were made that oil men were stimulat- 
ed to search for it in the neighborhood 
of Petrolia. 


The California oil excitement has 
passed over into Arizona, which terri- 
tory now boasts three oil fields, 
though, it is cheerfully confessed, not 
a gallon of petroleum has been taken 
yet from the ground. But the locators 
are full of confidence, and rigs have 
been ordered from Los Angeles _ for 
several claims in each of the different 
fields. One field is near Yuma, in the 
“bottoms” of the Colorado river, at a 
point where gas bubbles steadily 
that it may be ignited with a match. 
Another of the fields is eight miles east 
of Phoenix and north of Tempe, in a 
clump of sandstone and granite buttes, 
along the northern bank of Salt river. 
It on the line of the Maricopa & 
Phoenix Railway. The third field, dis- 
covered within the week, is on a plain 
northwest of Jerome, not far from the 
line of the Santa Fe, Prescott & Phoe- 
nix Railroad. 


The Fentress County Gazette is au- 
thority for the statement that “the Na- 
tional Transit Company of Oil City, Pa. 
has purchased the Kentucky three-inch 
pipe line which runs from Slickford to 
Somerset, Ky. (through which the Ken- 
tucky producers have been trans- 
porting their oil). In view of this 
purchase the new line from Spurrier 
will doubtless connect with the old line 
at Slickford. As there are now two 
pump stations, ont at Slickford and one 
at Copper, Ky., we presume only one 
additional pump station will be neces- 
sary—at Spurrier, where the storage 
tanks are located. Although we have 
not yet heard that the pipe for this 
end of the line has been shipped we 
understand the work of preparing the 
same for shipment is rapidly progress- 
ing and no doubt the pipe will be for- 
warded at once, as we understand it to 
be the intention of the National Tran- 
sit Company to have the line com- 
pleted and in operation before Jan. 1, 
1901."

Tallow, 


A portion of an importation by W. B. 
Sumner & Co., at San Francisco, was 
returned by the appraiser as “grease 
fit only for soap making, ete.,”’ and 
free of duty under paragraph 568 of the 
act of 1897. The remainder of the im- 
portation was returned by the local ap- 
praiser as “tallow’’ and assessed for 
duty as such at the rate of %c. per 
pound under paragraph 279 of said act, 
which reads: “Tallow, %c. per pound.” 
It is as to this assessment that the im- 
porters protested, claiming that this 
portion of the merchandise is also en- 
titled to free entry under said para- 
graph 568. Samples of each lot were 
submitted for analysis at the labora- 
tory of the port of New York. The 
Government analyst reported that ‘‘the 
samples consist of tallow, which has 
undergone important changes owing to 
rancidity."" The board decided that 
notwithstanding its condition, the mer- 
chandise in question was tallow and 
consequently subject to duty at %c. 
per pound as such.

Sulphur & Pyrites Production 


Washington, Aug. 17, 1900. 

The U. 8S. Geological Survey has com- 
pleted its annual report upon the pro- 
duction and importation of sulphur and 
pyrite during the year 1899 and through 
the courtesy of the officials of the Bu- 
reau the Reporter's correspondent is 
enabled to present the following ad- 
vance abstract:— 


The amount of sulphur produced in the 
United States forms a very small part of 
the amount consumed, During the past 
few years more than half of the sulphur 
consumed in this country has been ob- 
tained from iron pyrite. The domestic 
production of 1899, while still small, was 
more than 30 per cent. larger than the 
combined output of 1897 and 1898, and ex- 
ceeded the product of any other preced- 
ing year, with the exception of 189. Four 
States contributed to the product of 1899, 
which amounted to 4,830 short tons, valued 
at $107,500. The value of the domestic 
product in 1899 was the largest in our 
history. 

The localities from which the product 
last year was obtained were: Calcasieu 
Parish, Louisiana; Humboldt county, Ne- 
vada; El Paso county, Texas, and Beaver 
county, Utah. The principal features of 
interest in 1899 were the resumption of op- 
erations at Sulphur City, Louisiana, the 
development work prosecuted on the de- 
posits in El Paso county, Texas, and the 
reopening of the old mines in Humboldt 
county, Nevada. Nothing was done in 
the way of developing the deposits re- 
ported to exist in the vicinity of Beau- 
mont, Texas, 

Including the sulphur obtained from do- 
mestic and imported pyrites, the domestic 
consumption amounts at pr@ent to about 
350,0000 long tons annually, from which it 
can be seen that our domestic production 
represents about 1 per cent. of the mar- 
ket requirements. 

The following figures show the annual 
production of sulphur in the United States 
in the past five years: 1895, 1,800 short 
tons, valued at $42,000; 1896, 5,260 tons, 
valued at $87,000; 1897, 2,275 tons, valued at 
$45,590; 1898; 1,200 tons, valued at $32,960; 
1899, 4,830 tons, valued at $107,500. 

The use of iron pyrites for the manu- 
facture of sulphuric acid has, during the 
past decade, grown to be an important 
industry, and in considering the produc- 
tion and consumption of sulphur the sul- 
phur contents of pyrite used for acid 
making must necessarily be included. It 
is only since 1891, hoewver, that accurate 
statistics in regard to the importations 
of pyrite for acid making have been avail- 
abie. Prior to 1894 pyrite was included 
among other sulphur ores in the statistics 
compiled by the Bureau of Statistics of 
the Treasury Department. Pyrite was 
separately reported from 1884 to 1887, but 
the small quantities reported indicate that 
a considerable amount was_ imported 
either under the former classification as 
sulphur ore or as iron ore, under which 
it was classed from 1887 to 1891, when the 
copper contents did not exceed 3.5 per 
cent. Reviewing the industry, then, since 
1891, it is seen that in that year the 
amount of sulphur produced in the United 
States was 1,071 long tons, and the im- 
ports 117,187 long tons, a total of 118,258 
tons. The domestic production of pyrite 
in the same year was 106,536 long tons, 
and the importation 100,648 long tons, a 
total of 207,184 tons. Estimating the sul- 
phur contents of both domestic and im- 
ported pyrite at 46 per cent., this total 
represents 93,233 long tons of sulphur, and, 
added to the sulphur consumption, makes 
the total for the year 211,491 long tons. 
It will be seen that this total has shown 
a steady and almost uniform increase un- 
til 1898, during which period there were 
only two years in which the sulphur im- 
ports showed a decrease (the domestic 
production being inconsiderable and hav- 
ing little influence on the total); and in 
each case this decrease was more than 
compensated for in the increased con- 
sumption of iron pyrite. In no instance 
had there been any decrease shown in the 
total pyrite consumption, any decline in 
domestic production being made up by 
larger imports, and vice versa. In 1898, 
notwithstanding the war between the 
United States and Spain, and sulphur con- 
traband of war, the imports of sulphur 
into the United States showed an in- 
crease of 16 per cent. This was probably 
due to the increased demand for sulphur 
as one of the ingredients in wder man- 
ufacture, for which the sulphur contents 
of pyrite are not so readilv available, The 
consumption of pyrite also showed an in- 
crease, all of which was made up of the 
domestic product, as there was a slight 
decrease in the imports, The total con- 
sumption in 1898 amounted to 366,337 long 
tens, of which 165,675 long tons were of 
sulphur and 200,762 long tons the sulphur 
contents of pyrite. The increase in the 
consumption of sulphur itself in 1898, as 
compared with 1897, was 47,316 long tons, 
or 4) per cent., while the amount of sul- 
phur contained in iron pyrite consumed 
in 1898 was more than double that of 1891, 
The statistics for 1899 show that the im- 
ports of sulvhur fell off approximately 
23,000 long tons to 141,533 long tons, which 
was about the average amount fmported 
in 1896 and 1897, indicating a lessened de- 
mand as a result of the close of the war 
with Spain. The production of iron pyrite 
in the United States also decreased, the 
sulphur contents of the product in 1899 
(based upon 45 per cent, sulphur) being 
8,384 long tons less than that of the pre- 
ceding year. This loss was nearly made 
up by an increase in the imports of iron 
pyrite, of which increase the sulphur con- 
tents were 7,693 long tons, 691 tons less 
than the decrease in the sulphur contents

of domestic pyrite. The net decrease in 
the domestic consumption of sulphur from 
all sources in 1899 amounted to 20,433 long 
tons. It is the first time in eight years 
that the consumption has shown a de- 
crease, and, as stated before, the de- 
crease was probably due to the unusual 
demand in 1898. 

The statistics of production, and im- 
ports of sulphur and the sulphur cdén- 
tents of domestic and imported pyrite 
exhibiting together the total domestic 
consumption are presented, in long tons, 
in the following table:—

THE SICILIAN SULPHUR INDUSTRY. 


The island of Sicily. off the southern 
coast of Italy, furnishes the greater part 
of the world’s supply of sulphur. For the 
past three years the industry has been 
largely controlled by the Anglo-Sicilian 
Sulphur Company, Limited, whose opera- 
tions cover at least 70 per cent. of the 
output. The syndicate has been able to 
keep the business fairly well in hand, not- 
withstanding the rather unsatisfactory 
methods pursued by the independent 
producers, whose chief aim seems to be 
to get out all the sulphur possible with- 
out reference to the conditions of the 
market or the immediate demand, Ac- 
cording to a British consular report, the 
laws and provisions of the mining leases 
are chiefly responsible for the unsatisfac- 
tory conditions. A lease is usually made 
for ten years, during which time the lease 
holder expects and is expected by the 
land owner to push the production as 
rapidly as possible, and to pay his land- 
lord 20 per cent. royalty. At the end of 
the ten-year lease the landlord takes back 
the mine. In spite of having to contend 
with these conditions, the operations of 
the syndicate apnear to have been con- 
ducted satisfactorily. not only to the pro- 
ducers and refiners at Catania, but to the 
stockholders in dividends, 

It is reported that during 1899 production 
was in excess of the market require- 
ments to such an extent that the sur- 
plus carried over at the end of the year 
exceeded the stocks carried a year be- 
fore by 100,000 tons. Much of this was 


doubtless due to the curtailed demand 
from the United States. This country 
takes about 30 per cent. of the annual 


shipments, and any marked falling off in 
the demand from the United States is 
quickly felt at the producing point. The 
requirements of the paper manufacturers, 
who now consume large quantities of sul- 
phur, will probably continue to increase. 

In response to a request forwarded to 
the State Department by the Director of 
the Survey the consular officials at 
Catania and Palermo have furnished the 
following descriptions of the methods in 


vogue in and near those cities for the 
reduction of sulphur ore: 
CATANLA 

There are four different methods em- 


ployed in Catania for the fusion of sul- 
phur ore, known, respectively, as the 
calearone, Gill, Fiocchi and Orlando sys- 
tems, 

The first, the calcarone, is the primitive 
mode of extraction, and is the one gen- 
erally used. The kiln is built into the 
ground to a depth of 6 to 9 feet, the walls 
being of masonry and cylindrical in form, 
with a sloping floor of stone and gypsum. 
When the calcarone, or kiln, is filled, the 
ore at the bottom is in large pieces, so 
that there may be no impediment to the 
“olid”’ (Sicilian term for molten sulphur) 
running out, and the pieces of ore be- 
come gradually smaller until the top of 
the calcarone is reached. The ore is then 
heaped up in the form of a large cone, 
and is covered with turf and refuse from 
former fusions, to prevent loss and protect 
it somewhat from the elements. During 
the filling process several airshafts are 
placed in the ore, by means of which the 
fire is communicated thereto, and through 
combustion of the mineral itself the whole 
mass melts, this process lasting from ten 
to twenty days. A small hole is made 
at the lowest point of the wall, through 
which the liquefied sulphur runs and is 
taken off into square wooden forms, con- 
taining from 130 to 170 pounds of sulphur. 
This is continued day by day until all the 
sulphur is extracted. ‘The capacity of 
the kilns varies from 7,000 to 52,000 cubic 
feet, and one fusion of a large calcarone 
lasts three months. One great disadvan- 
tage of this system is the danger to vege- 
tation by sulphur fumes. The calecarone 
is allowed by law to be in operation only 
from June 28 to Dee. 31, 

The second system, known as the “Gill,” 
is by furnaces or ovens built in masonry 
similar in form to the cGalcarone, but 
much smaller, and covered with a eapola 
of masonry. They are generally built and 
worked in pairs. and each cell or oven 
contains from 5 to 30 cubic meters (177 to 
1,059 cubic feet) of ore. They are, how- 
ever, also built in batteries of four, and the 
System is this: After being charged, the 
ore in one cell is fired, and the smoke, in- 
stead of passing into the open air, as is 
the case with the calecarone, passes into 
the adjacent cell and gradually heats the 
mineral, until by the time the first cell 
has finished working, the other has 
reached such a temperature that the ore 
ignites and cell No. 1 is again filled, and 
so the process goes on. The advantage is 
that the gases, which are heavily charged 
with sulphur, are not lost, and the per- 
centage of sulphur recovered is consider- 
ably higher; further, the time occupied is 
much less than with the calcarone, the 
working of each cell occupying from 
seventy-two to ninety-six hours, accord- 
ing to size, and, as very little smoke es- 
capes, the proprietors can work all 
through the year. 
the next system, known as_ the 

Fiocchi”’ patent, consists of wrought-iron 
cylindrical receptacles, which are sus- 
pended by circular flanges and have an 
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inner perforated shell. When the ap- 
paratus is ready to be filled with ore it is 
placed in a vertical position, and the ore, 
vefore being put in, is broken into small

the apparatus is 

turned in a position, and a 
steam pipe is screwed on. Steam at from 
60 to 8) pounds’ pressure is then turned 
on, passing into the space between the 
outer and inner shell and to the mineral 
through the perforation of the inner shell, 
and in this way reaching all parts of the 
ore. As the mass of ore is heated the 
steam becomes dry and the sulphur fuses 
and is run off into proper receptacles. 

The apparatus is 4 meters long by 1.20 
meters in diameter. Three are worked in 
a row, each containing 3 cubic meters of 
ore, and seven fusions are made in 
twenty-four hours, A steam boiler of 16 
horse-power is required for the necessary 
steam. This system is adapted for rich 
ore or ore that is porous; very hard ore 
cannot be fused. The percentage of sul- 
phur recovered is much greater than with 
the calcarone method, with the added ad- 
vantage that the sulphur ore can_ be 
rapidly turned into commercial sulphur. 
The cost of a plant of this kind being 
rather heavy, the smaller mine owners 
prefer the old calecarone system, 

The last is the Orlando system, and is 
the same as the Fioecchi, except that the 
apparatus always remains _ horizontal. 
Four trains, each loaded with about 15 
hundredweight of ore, are run in on rails 
and remain during the fusion, The ad- 
vantage over the Fiocchi system is the 
greater facility in charging and discharg- 
ing the apnaratus. 

All the refining of sulphur, with the ex- 
ception of one plant at Palermo, is done 
at Catania, The largest plant consists of 
four ovens, each containing a battery of 
ten retorts for refining, capable of turn- 
ing out 48 tons of refined sulphur_ in 
twenty-four hours, four ovens with four 
chambers for subliming and making flow- 
er of sulphur, capable of producing 2,000 
tons during a season, and a steam mill 
with runner edge stones of lava, capable 
of milling 3,000 half-hundredweight (165,000 
pounds) of sulphur a day. 

The refining season commences in Oc- 
tober and ends in June The milling sea- 
son lasts oniv about four months—say, 
from February to June—and the product 
is used almost exclusively for the sulphur- 
ing of vines. In refining sulphur a large 
oven in masonry is used, with an arched 
roof, upon which are placed the cast iron 
retorts, which are again covered by an- 
other arch, upon which are placed cast 
iron boxes, surrounded by brickwork. 
Newcastle coal, mixed with wood, in or- 
der to obtain an abundance of flame, is 
used, The fire grate is at the bottom of 
the oven, and the gases and flame ascend 
by spiral openings and play around the 
retorts, and the smoke rises by the flues 
to the cast iron boxes, and thence to the 
chimney or stack. The sulphur is put into 
the cast iron boxes, where it is fused, and 
by means of a valve it passes into the re- 
torts, where it is transformed into gas, 
and from there, by a special cast iron 
pipe, it passes into the condensers, which 
ure cylindrical cast iron vessels. The re- 
fined sulphur, which has again become 
liquid, then passes by a special aperture 
into cast iron pans, so that it may gain 
the required temperature, and is then 
ladled out into cast iron forms of about 
one hundredweight (110 pounds) capacity; 
or, if rolled sulphur is required, it is 
ladied into metallic molds of the shape 
usually employed in commerce, 

In sulniming sulphur, an oven, as de- 
seribed above for refining, is used, but 
with only two retorts, and the gases, in- 
stead of going into the condensers, as- 
cends into a large, specially constructed 
chamber, lined with bricks, which is 
hermetically closed, with the exception of 
a valve in the roof, which opens auto- 
matically when the tension produced by 
the gases is too great for the strength of 
the chamber. The gases, as they enter 
the chamber at the necessary temper- 
ature, solidify, and the sublimed sulphur 
falls in the form of flakes, like snow, to 
the ground. 

The sulphur of commerce contains from 
2 to 5 per cent. of impurities. The lower, 
dark-colored qualities—such as good or 
current thirds—are generally used for re- 
fining, owing to their lower price. 

The total export of sulphur from 
Catania from Jan. 1 to Dec. 1, 1898, was 
415,424 tons, of which the United States 
received 131,678 tons, France %&4,369 tons 
and Germany 26,727. 

PALERMO. 

There are at the present time three 
methods of reducing sulphur ore in this 
district, viz., the caleinatory’ furnace 
(“‘calearone ), the Gill oven, and the 
steam process. 

By the first two methods the fuel used 
is sulphur in its mineral state, and by 
the third pit coal. Reduction by calcina- 
tory furnace is the more general method 
in use, as the furnace is easy of construc- 
tion and involves little expense, being op- 
erated in the open air and capable of 
smelting several thousands of tons of ore 
at a time. 

The calearone is located as near the 
mouth of the shaft or mine as possible, 
usually on the side of a hill, so that, when 
the process of smelting is complete, the 
sulphur may run down the hill in chan- 
nels prepared for that purpose, part of 
the sulphur being burned in the process 
of smelting, in order to liquefy the re- 
mainder. 

The calearone is circular in shape, and 
has a floor with an inclination of from 12 
to 18 degrees. The wall around it is made 
of rough stone, cemented with a mortar 
of gypsum. At the back of the wall the 
thickness is some 45 centimeters, increas- 
ine to the front, where it is one meter or 
more, according to the diameter. 

In the front is an opening, 1.30 meters 
high by some 30 centimeters (51 by 12 
inches) broad, through which the melted 
sulphur flows. Two walls run at right 
angles with the circular wall upon each 
centimeters in 


pieces: when 


side of this opening, 80 
thickness, with a roof over them_ to 
strengthen the front of the kiln. The 


stone floor of the kiln is covered with the 
refuse of a former’ smelting, called 
“ginese.”” The stone work is from 15 to 
25 centimeters (6 to 9.3 inches) in thick- 
ness, and the covering of ginese is some 
20 centimeters in depth, this increasing at 
the lower extremity. The inner side of 
the wall is covered with a mortar of gyp- 
sum. The capacity of these calcarones 
varies from 100 to 1,000 tons. It requires 
thirty days to run off a calearone of a 
eapacity of 300 tons; sixty days for a ca- 
pacity of 1,000 tons. 

The cost of a calcarone with a capacity 


of 1,t.v tons is 1,600 lire, or about $300 in 
United States currency. 

In filling the calearone, the larger blocKs 
of ore are placed in the center, forming, 
as it were, the backbone of the pile, the 
remaining space being filled with ore 
much smaller in size. When the calearone 
is filled with ore and covered with ginese 
the shape or form of the pile is that of a 
cone, and after being set on fire it re- 
sembles a small voleano. As the liquid 
sulphur comes from the calcarone, it flows 
into wooden molds, forming solid blocks, 
weighing about 100 pounds each, 

The quantity of sulphur produced by 
this system during the years 1890, 1891, 
1892, 1893 and 1894, as respects the total 
production of the mines operated, shows 
the following proportions: 80 per cent., 71 
per cent., 65 per cent., 66 per cent. and 62 
per cent., respectively. 

At the present time about 20 per cent. 
of the total preduction of sulphur in 
Sicily is reduced by the “Gill’’ system. 
Originally this system consisted of but 
two rooms, but at the present time four 
cells are built together. These have 
usuallv from 10 to 50 cubic meters’ ca- 
pacity. While the percentage of sulphur 
obtained by this system is greater than 
by the calcinatory furnace, the quality 
is said to be inferior, These ovens, bein 
built by solid stone masonry, it is clame 
that much heat is saved and again util- 
ized by this system of reduction. One cell 
only being fired at a time, the ore in the 
others becomes dried out and is in much 
better condition to burn freely when fired, 
thus saving time and fuel. The floors of 
these cells are constructed upon the same 
principle and of the same material as 
those of the calcinatory furnace. 

Reduction of sulphur ore by 
covers only about 10 per cent. of the 
production of the mines in Sicily. 
boilers or ‘‘cookers”’ in use are of various 
kinds and forms, some being movable, 
while others are stationary. In those of 
a cylindrical shape the ore is placed in 
a capsule of perforated iron plate inside 
the boiler. By the more general method 
the ore is reduced in small wagons hav- 
ing perforated bottoms and _ sides, the 
steam being conducted throuch iron 
pipes. Only a certain quality of the sul- 
phur ore of Sicily—a very small percent- 
age of the production—yields to steam 
process, and for this reason it is not prob- 
able that the reduction of sulphur by 
steam, as at present utilized, will become 
general, 

By the calcinatory furnace and the Gill 
system, the fuel being the crude sulphur, 
the cost is trifling, while fuel for steam 
reduction has to be shipped into the coun- 
try at a great expense. 

The svstem of reduction by _ the cal- 
cinatory furnace is the oldest known to 
the sulphur producer of Sicily. It is said 
to have been the original method em- 
nloyed at these mines centuries ago. Be- 
ing simple in construction, furnishing its 
own fuel, ana requiring little skill to op- 
erate, it bids fair to remain the favorite 
method.

United States decreased about 10 per 
cent., with a corresponding decrease in 
value, Jn 189s. sympathizing with the ex- 


traordinary demand for sulphur in that 
year, the production of pyrite increased 
over 50.060 long tons to 193,364 long tons— 
from 143,201 long tons in 1 The product 
in 1899 dropped back to 174,734 long tons— 
a falling off of 18,680 long tons. The out- 
put in 1899, however, was 31,533 long tons 
larger than that of 1I8*7, and, with the 
exception of 189%, the largest ever won, 
The increase of 21,533 tons from 1897 to 
1899 would probably represent the normal 
increase under usual conditions, being 
somewhat less than the increase in pro- 
duction during 1897 over 1895. 

‘lhe loss in domestic production in 1899 
was made up almost ton for ton in the 
increase of imported material. The de- 
crease in production was 18,630 tons, and 
the increase in imports 17,09 tons—a dif- 
ference of only 1,535 tons. The amount 
of imported pyrite’ entering into consump- 
tion in 1899 was the largest on record. 

Prices in 1899 showed a slight advance, 
the average value per ton for the do- 
mestic product in the past year being $3.11, 
as compared with $3,07 in 1898. 

The actual amount of pyrite mined in 
the United States was 175,075 long tons, 
of which 174,734 tons were sent to mar- 
ket. The latter figure is considered the 
commercial product in this report. In 1898 
the amount mined was 204,452 long tons, 
of which 193,364 tons were marketed, leav- 
ing about 11,000 tons carried over in stock 
or wholly or in part of too low grade to 
be sold. The difference between the mined 
and the marketed product in 1899 was only 
341 tons. 

About 70 per cent. of the pyrite product 
in 1898 was from Virginia, 22 per cent. was 
from Massachusetts, and the other 8 per 
cent, was contributed by California, Colo- 
rado, New York, North Carolina, Ohio 
and Tennessee. In 1899 61 per cent. of the 
product came from Virginia, 23 per cent, 
from Massachusetts, and 16 per cent. 
from California, Colorado, New York, 
North Carolina and Ohio. Tennessee did 
not report any production in 1899, and, as 
Virginia’s full quota fell from 70 per cent. 
in 1898 to 61 per cent. in 1899, the decrease 
in the Jatter year is distributed between 
these States. The amount and value of 
pyrite mined for sulphur contents in the 
United States in the past three years was 
as follows: 1897, 143,201 tons, valued at 
$391,541; 1898, 193,364 tons, valued at $593,801; 
1899, 174,734 tons, valued at $643,249. 

The imports of pyrite containin not 
more than 3.5 per cent. of copper during 
tue rast three years were as _ follows: 
1897, 259,546 tons, valued at $747,419; 1898 
252,773 tons, valued at $717,813; 1899, 269,868 
tons, valued at $1,077,061. 

In 1899 it is estimated that 200,071 long 
tons of sulphur were displaced by the

Carthagena Ipecac. 
Washington, Aug. 17, 1900. 
The Treasury Department has just 
concluded an important investigation 
concerning discrepancies in the prac- 
tice at the ports of New York and 
Philadelphia in the admission of so- 
called Carthagena ipecac. This par- 
ticular article now being recognized by 
the standard authorities is not eligible 
to entry because of the provisions of 
Section 2,935 Revised Statutes. The de- 


partment having learned that while it 
has been excluded at New York, it has 
been admitted at Philadelphia, the re- 
sults of the investigation that has been 
made at the two ports referred to are 
set forth in the following letter from 
Acting Secretary Vanderlip to the col- 
lector at Philadelphia:— 

“It has been reported to the depart- 
ment that quantities of an article known 
as Carthagena ipecac, not recognized by 
either the United States Dispensatory or 
the Pharmacopoeia, were being imported 
into this country in violation of Section 
2,935, Revised Statutes, the department 
caused an investigation to be made, with 
the result that ithas been ascertained that 
Carthagena ipecac is admitted to entry at 
your port, while the same has for years 
heen rejected at the port of New York, 
unger the provisions of article 1,285 of the 
customs regulations of 1899, and prior sim- 
ilar provisions, for the reason that it is 
not regarded as the standard article of 
ipecac. The following is taken from the 
report of the United States Appraiser at 
New York on the subject: 

“ ‘In reference to the action of this of- 
fice in rejecting all Carthagena ipecac, as 
has been the custom here for at least 32 
years, I beg to state that this action has 
been based on the judgment of this office 
relative to instructions contained in the 
customs regulations covering examination 
of drugs and medicines. 

“*T have to quote from the last edition 
of the United States Pharmacopoeia, re- 
vised in 18%, under the head of Ipecacu- 
anha (ipecac): 

“«“The root of Cephaelis ipecacuanha 
(Brotero) A. Richard (nat. ord. Rubia- 
ceae), about 10 cm. long and 4 or 5 mm. 
thick, mostly simple, striated, dull grayish 
brown or blackish, finely wrinkled; close- 
ly and irregularly annulated and often 
transversely fissured; bark thick, brittle, 
brownish, easily separated from within, 
whitish, tough ligneous portion; odor 
slight, peculiar, nauseous; taste, bitterish, 
acrid, and nauseating. 

“* “When ipecac is sound and free from 
moldiness its quality is PS to 
the thickness of the bark and the thin- 
ness of the ligneous portion.” 

“* «This is the only ipecac described in 
the United States Pharmacopoeia, from 
the large number of ipecaca referred to as 
being unofficial in the dispensatory. Mr. 
Gallen states that the United States 
Pharmacopoeia, edition of 1890, “it is true, 
declares that Cephaelis ipecacuanha has 
received official recognition.”’ If he will 


| refer to the previous editions which have 


been issued since 1820, he will find that 
this also is the only ipecac that has been 
recognized by the United States Pharma- 
copoeia. The United States Dispensatory, 
18th edition, page 750, under the head of 
Ipecacuanha, states: ‘‘The root of Ceph- 
aelis ipecacuanha (Brotero), A. Richard, 
(nat. ord. Rubiaceae), U. 8." In the de- 
scription of the Cephaelis ipecacuanha 
on the following page—751, occurs the fol- 
lowing: ‘‘The plant is a native of Brazil.” 
On page 755, in referring to the properties, 
it is described as ‘“‘genuine ipecacuanha, 

the description of the root similar to thiut 
described in the United States Pharmz- 
copoeia above quoted, only more complete. 
On the same page I quote: ‘“‘“Many years 
ago there was imported from Caracas in- 
to the United States a large gray ipeca.- 
uanha with badly marked rings. This va- 
riety disappeared for a time, but is prob- 
ably the Columbia or Carthagena ipe- 
cacuanha of modern commerce; it is dis- 





tinguished from the Brazilian drug by be- | 


ing a little larger, with less conspicuous 
annuli and more marked medullary rays. 
Many years ago Lefort found that it con- 
tained rather less emetine than does the 
Brazilian ipecacuanha, and the elaborate 
report of Cownley states that he has 
found the total alkaloidal strength of the 
two ipecacuanhas are about the same; 
the proportion of Cephaeline is much 
larger and of emetine much smaller in 
the Carthagena drug than in the Brazil- 
ian. It is still uncertain which plant 
yields the Carthagena ipecacuanha, and 
consequently whether this root comes un- 
der the official definition of the pharma- 
copoeia.”’ 

“ *Page 75, United States Dispensatory, 
states, referring to Ipecac: 

“**“Its emetic property is supposed to 
reside in the alkaloid called emetine. * 
* * Roots entirely conform to the offi- 
cial requirements, vary in strength from 
a little over 1 to over 2 per cent.; 1.80 
per cent. probably is about the average 
yield. * * * ‘The authors further seem 
to have obtained evidence that Cartha- 
gena ipecacuanha contains in addition to 
a considerable amount of amorphous al- 
kaloid some proportion of another crys- 
tallizable alkaloid of Brazilian ipecacuan- 
ha. The authors are inclined to the con- 
clusion that the percentage, however, of 
alkaloid employed in ipecacuanha root 
does not vary much from 3 per cent. 
A. R. L. Vohme obtained a little over 
two per cent of the alkaloid.” 

‘* ‘Page 752 of the United States Dispen- 
satory, under the head of Official Ipe- 
cacuanha, describes larger striated ipe- 
cacuanha, violet striated ipecacuanha, 
ipecacuanha of St. Martha, ipecacuanha 
of Carthagena, etc., from which 1 beg to 
quote: 

“* «hig variety of ipecacuanha is gen- 
erally acknowledged to be the product of 
Psychotria (or uragoga) emetia, growing 
in the deep forests of Columbia. * * * 
The drug occurs in rather long fragments, 
sometimes 9 to 10 Cm., with a thickness 
of about 5 to 9 Mm. Pieces are for the 
most part almost straight, sometimes

tervals they are marked with contractions 


sinuous, and more rarely tortuous. 


or circular furrows. Their whole surface 
is largely striated longitudinally.”’ 

“It will thus be seen by comparison 
that there is no difficulty in distinguishing 
the two varieties of ipecac from the de- 
scription furnished, and that they vary in 
appearance, and that they vary in the 
constituent alkaloids contained therein. It 
would seem from the instructions con- 
tained in the Customs Regulations that 
the United States Pharmacopoeia and D's- 
pensatory, as in this case, should be fol- 
owed in the examination of the articles 
in question, and when both tend to 
recognize but one variety of ipecac as be- 
ing official, that we are not empowered 
to accept other varieties under the cir- 
cumstances. 

‘If Carthagena ipecac is to be ad- 
mitted, other ipecacs can just as well be 
admitted, and it would seem as if the 
object of protecting the consumers from 
the dangers arising from inferior drugs 
by the admission of merchandise without 
regard to customs instructions would tend 
to make the admission of all kinds of 
oT less guarded throughout the coun- 
ry. 

“Sections 2,933 and 2,935, Revised Stat- 
utes, provide that all drugs imported into 
the United States shall be examined as 
to their quality, purity and fitness for 
medical purposes in accordance with the 
Standard of strength and purity estab- 
lished by the United States, Edinburgh 
London, French and German pharmaco- 
poeias, and Article 1,28 of the Customs 
Regulations of 1899 provides that ‘if the 
articles in question be manufactured, 
produced or prepared in England, Scot- 
land, France or Germany, and conform 
in strength and purity to the pharmaco- 
poeia and dispensatory of the country of 
their origin, they are exempt from’ the 
penalties of the law; but if produced, 
manufactured or prepared in any other 
country than those last mentioned, they 
must conform to the United States Phar- 
macopoeia and Dispensatory.’ 

“As a protection to importers from ar- 
bitrary or erroneous findings by the 
examiner in the first instance, the law 


and regulations, Section 2,936. Revised 
Statutes, and_ Articles 1,292 and 1,293 of 


the Customs Regulations of 1899, give to 
the owner or consignee the right of ap- 
peal when dissatisfied with the examin- 
ing or appraising officer's return, upon 
the filing of which provision is made for 
a reference of the question to a compe- 
tent analytical chemist, on a deposit with 
the collector of a sum sufficient to defray 
the expenses of a re-examination and 
analysis. 

“In view of the foregoing, you are 
hereby instructed to cause the practice 
at your port to conform to that prevail- 
ing at the port of New York and other 
ports, in accordance with the law and 
the regulations above referred to, leav- 
ing importers to their remedy by appeal 
as aforesaid.” 7 ; i

Olive Oil in France. 


In reply to inquiries, Consul Skinner, 
of Marseilles, writes in regard to the 
outlook for the olive crop in France. 
The impression prevails, he says, that 
the crop will be a disappointment this 
year, as it was last. The annual pro- 
duction in that Department is about 
300,000 quintals of 220 pounds each 
Meager reports from Spain, Italy, Tu- 
nis, and Algeria point to much the 
same yield as last year. Consul Skin- 
ner adds:— 

French farmers are disposed to aban- 
don the cultivation of olive groves, as 
in recent years the prices obtained for 
the oil have not been satisfactory. It 
is true that there was a sharp advance 
last year, due to a shortage in the 
crop; but the highest prices reached, 
ranging about 36 cents per kilogram 
(2.2046 pounds) for best French oil, 
were low as compared with old-time 
prices, which held firm at 50 cents per 
kilogram. Because of this fact and 
the discovery that other articles can 
be grown with greater profit, the acre- 
age devoted to olives is annually be- 
coming less in this region, and my at- 
tention has been called within the past 
few days to the uprooting of 40,000 trees 
Curing the last six months in this de- 
Spain and Italy, with 
cheaper land and cheaper labor, and 
more particularily Tunis and Algeria, 
are offering a competition too severe 
for southern France. The French col- 
onies last named are especially adapted

business, and it is carried on across 
the Mediterranean upon a very large 


seale. It is doubtful if olive oil will 
ever recover its old-time place, as many 
vegetable oils, notably American cot- 
ton-seed oil, are being produced in in- 
creasing quantities from year to year 
and are gaining in the estimation of 
the public. 

Pure olive oil for edible purposes is 
at present practically unknown in any 
important market, and if it were offered 
for sale it is doubtful whether it would 
be accepted by the public, except as an 
inferior article, as the average con- 
sumer at the present time prefers the 
neutralized taste of a mixture of the 
olive and vegetable oils, and would 
mistake the fruity flavor of the pure 
juice of the olive for an adulterated 
product. 

For some domestic purposes, and 
particularly for frying vegetables, ara- 
chide oil—or peanut oil, as we call it— 
is considered, even in France, the 
home of the olive, superior to any 
other product,

On the whole, business showed some 
improvement during the week, though 
orders as usual were for the most part 
confined to jobbing lots to fill current 
needs. A _ distinct improvement was 
noted in lead and lead pigments, and 
demand from grinders and by the job- 
bing trade, while not for heavy quanti- 
ties, was well distributed and mounted 
up well in the aggregate. It was 
thought that an advance might have 
been made by the corroders in view of 
the high ruling price of the crude ma- 
terial, and it seems likely that the price 
will be sent up from one-eighth to a 
quarter, though as yet no change has 
been made in the current quotations. 
Dry colors are steady, and moving 
moderately well, which may also be 
said for mixed paints. Varnish gums 
indicate quiet buying on the part of 
consumers, though the market for kauri 
continues firm, with an upward ten- 
dency for the better grades. Window 
glass shows no sign of improvement. 
The Jobbers’ Association, at their meet- 
ing at Niagara on the 15th, adopted a 
revised price list, leaving values for the 
time being undisturbed. They, how- 
ever, advanced the price of plate glass 
ten per cent. 

White Lead, Zine, Ete. 

WHITE LEAD,.—The general impres- 
sion around the trade was that at the 
meeting of the directors of the National 
Lead Company, held on Thursday last, 
they would advance the price of the 
lead products. While such action may 
be done in the near future, nothing 
was done at the meeting beyond regu- 
lar routine business, and declaring the 
regular quarterly dividend on the pre- 
ferred stock, and thus disappointing 
those ‘‘croakers’’ who persisted in as- 
serting that it would be reduced, There 
has been a good jobbing trade in the 
lead products, both for prompt and 
forward delivery. There is a good in- 
quiry for dry lead, as many of the 
grinders are getting ready to start up, 
as all have plenty of orders on hand 
for early Fall delivery of their man- 
ufactured products. There is still con- 
siderable indoor work under way which 
is taking an unusual amount of stock 
of lead in oil. As usual at this period 
of the year, there is not much outdoor 
work in progress, though painters all 
report plenty of work booked for late 
September and October. There are in- 
timations that the price of pig lead 
will be further advanced next week, 
some say c., others Yc. per pound. 
As yet no change has been made in the 
prices of foreign makes of lead in oil, 
though one may come at any moment. 
The demand, however, is not brisk, 
though a fair amount is being used 
for fancy indoor work. For the pres- 
ent we quote 9%@95gc. for the old 
established brands, and for those not 
so well known 7%@8c., as to make and 
seller. The various domestic corroders 
continue recent revised price list, as 
follows: ‘“‘We quote, subject to change 
without notice, above brands of white 
lead, dry or in oil, red lead and litharge 
in kegs: In lots of less than 500 pounds, 
6lec, net; in lots of 500 pounds or over, 
fe.; dry white lead in barrels, %c.; 
per pound less than price in kegs; red 
lead and litharge, in barrels and half 
barrels, same as price in kegs; white 
lead in i2%-pound tin pails (packed in

RED LEAD.—There is an improved 
demand all around for both the for- 
eign and domestic makes for Fall de- 
livery, as many of the large buyers 
have been anticipating their future re- 
quirements. There was some talk of a 
possible rise in values of domestic, but 
sco far none has been made by the 
corroders, though one may come later 
in the month. German is doing bet- 
ter, especially for early Fall delivery. 
Sales are reported around 7%@8c., as 
to grade and seller. English is with- 
out special interest, though more in- 
quiry is reported for arrival. Prices 
are nominal at 8c. and upward, ac- 
cording to grade and seller. 

LITHARGE.—The bulk of the busi- 
ness doing is for forward delivery, as 
both the glass and rubber makers have 
been anticipating their Fall wants. 
There has been in addition to this a 
good demand for prompt, as the bulk 
of the glass factories will light their 
fires early next month, and many of the 
works are also preparing to 
start up. Prices for the present re- 
main steady at 6c., less the usual dis- 
count terms and delivery point. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—French is in 
better request for arrival at 11%c., with 
a fair jobbing demand reported for 
spot goods at 11%e. terman is doing 
better, as many of the buyers have 
been anticipating their early Fall re- 
quirements. There is more or less talk 
of an advance in prices to cover the 
higher ocean freights on account of the 
scarcity of ccean freight room. Values 
may be quoted firm at 8%%@9%c., as to 
grade, quantity and seller. English is 
in the same position, and is held at 
prices ranging from 9@10%c., accord- 
ing to grade, quantity and seller. Do- 
mestic is meeting with the usual de- 
mand for prompt and forward at 8c. 
and upward, as to quantity less the 
usual discount terms. 

PIG LEAD.—In the face of reports 
that refiners possibly would advance 
prices early next week, the market has 
been dull and without animation. Only 
small sales to cover current wants are 
reported of common at 4.25c., and re- 
fined at 4.40c. for spot and August. St. 
Louis has also been quiet, with sales 
of a few single cars reported at 4.15c. 
for soft and 4.20c. bid for desilverized. 
The metal exchange, in their review of 
that market, says: 

‘‘RBuyers entertained some fear that a decline 
in prices would be ordered and they were, 
therefore, unwilling to take hold, still enough 
sold during the week to make a market. The 
tone of the market was firm, due mainly, how- 
ever, to the scarcity of offerings, and early in 
the week, when a few consumers were forced 
to buy. Soft Missouri sold up with Chemical 
and Desilverized to 4.20c., but it was sup- 
nosed to be a favorite brand. The prices gen- 
erally ruling were 4.15¢c. for Missouri and 
4.20c. for Chemical and Desilverized. Receipts 
last week were 20,380 pigs, against 43,565 
the week previous. Receipts since January 
1, 907,425 pigs, against 966,447 the same time 
last year. Shipments past week 12,770 pigs, 
against 22,862 the week previous. Shipments 
since January 1, 646,791 pigs, against 751,911 
the same time last year."’ 

ZINCS.—During the past week there 
has been an improved demand for ex- 
port and for home consumption. Val- 
ues remain unchanged as named by 
the New Jersey Company at 44%@4%c., 
as to grade and quantity. There is 
more demand also for Florence both 
for prompt and forward at 74@7%c. for 
red and 7%@8\c. for green seal, as to 
quantity. No change in either French 
or German as regards values, though 
more inquiry is reported for early fall

The petroleum industry has made im- 
mense strides of late, and if only it can 
be fostered in a proper and befitting 
manner, as seems likely to be the case, 
there is no reason why Roumania 
should not enter the lists as a formid- 
able rival to other petroliferous coun- 
tries. Petroleum is known to exist in 
great quantities, and the quality of 
much of it is excellent, still there are 
many causes that at present militate 
against any great or sudden develop- 
ment in the industry. Overproduction, 
or, rather, production which is alto- 
gether out of proportion to the means 
of transport, as well as the excessive 
dearness of such transport, have too 
cften caused the cessation of work at 
the oil centers, and produced heavy 
the winter of 





falls in prices. During 
1898 the wagon of 10 tons never real- 
ized less than £16, but in 1899 prices 


fell rapidly to £7 4s. When once the 
price of transport becomes reasonable, 
there can be no reason why Roumania 
should not compete with the United 
States of America and Russia, and this 
is abundantly proved by the production 
of the borings at Baicoi, Tintca and 
Campina, which furnish from 15 to 30 
wagons, i. e., 150 to 300 tons, daily. But 
Roumania possesses this advantage, 
namely, her ports on the Black Sea and 
River Danube; the prime necessity is 
that the ports should promptly be con- 
nected with the petroleum centers by 
pipe lines. This would inevitably re- 
lieve the petroleum industry of the 
present transport prices that hinder its 
growth. It may not be devoid of all 
interest to here quote the price of 
transport per wagon of 10 tons:—

Process for Making Firm Bronze 


Colors. 
BY M. BURGER. 


A gram of soft mutton tallow is 
mixed with 0.4 to 0.5 grams of linseed 
oil, and the mixture is heated until it 
becomes quite liquid. While constantly 
Stirring, metallic bronze powder is 
added in sufficient quantity to give the 
desired consistency; then about 0.15 to 
0.2 grams of thick linseed oil, accord- 
ing to the above proportions, is added 
very slowly and mixed thoroughly. 

This bronze color may then be ground 
on marble with rollers and worked like 
other colors for printing. 

A variation, which also gives good

CEYLON.—The past week has been 
one of unusual dullness, buyers appar- 
ently having supplied their current 
wants, have simply retired from the 
market.

The 
spot demand is rather slow at the mo- 
ment, though store parcels are held 
steady at 5.75@6c., as to quantity and 
seller. 


PALM.—The market for prime red oil 
is a shade easier and may be quoted at 
54% @5'éc., as to quantity and seller. The 
stock of Lagos is still scarce and held 
firm at 5%@6c., as to quantity. 

OLIVE.—Owing to slack demand on 
the part of consumers, the market is 
easier for spot goods.~ Small retail sales 
of yellow are reported at 58@60c., and of 
green at 63@55c., as to quantity and 
seller. Shipments are firmer and may 
be quoted at 57@58c., but this is above 
buyers’ views. Olive foots are dull and 
slow of sale at 6c. for choice goods on 
the spot or from vessels now due. New 
crop is offered at 5%4c., with 5%c. bid 
and declined. 

Animal and Fish Oils. 

COD.—There is little to add to our 
report of last week, when the fishing at 
Newfoundland was reported bad, with 
poor prospects of making up the loss 
this season. Oil is offered, however, 
nominally at the same price of 36@38c. 
for Newfoundland and 30@33c. for do- 
mestic. No new oil has as yet come 
in and none is immediately expected. 

DEGRAS.—The position of the mar- 
ket remains practically without change. 
German degras has shown a disposi- 
tion to fluctuate, and has been up and 
down about 5 points alternately. A fair 
amount of business was carried through 
at from 2% to 3%c., according to qual- 
ity and circumstances. English degras 
is not offered, and it is thowght the 
market is cleared up. French is steady 
and unchanged. We quote as follows: 
French, 5@5'%c.; English (nominal), 
£%@3c., and German, 2%@3\c. 

LARD OIL.—A decided improvement 
was noticeable during the week, and 
some good all round business was re- 
ported, both in the local domestic mar- 
ket and on account of export. The 
movement, coming as a reaction after 
some weeks of quiet trading, was all 
the more apparent, but it had no effect 
upon prices. Lard at Chicago re- 
mained practically steady all week at 
6.65@6.72%4c., so that the oil market was 
not affected and closed steady without 


change upon the basis of 55@656c. for 
prime oil. Minor grades are also un- 
ehanged. 

MENHADEN.—Fishing has contin- 
ued good all along the coast and in 
Long Island Sound, and considerable 
oil is being made, but it is nearly all 
required to apply on contracts, deliv- 
eries being made as rapidly as possible. 
The contracts for Southern oil are now 
about completed, and if fishing contin- 
ues good more oil will become available. 
The offerings thus far have been mea- 
ger, and the only sales reported during 
the past week were 400 barrels North- 
ern and 300 barrels Southern, both at 
the prevailing market price. The con- 
dition of the fish being caught in South- 
ern waters still continues disappoint- 
ing, the yield of oil being unusually 
light for this season of the year.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—Con- 
trary to expectation again, the spirit 
market not only failed to recover dur- 
ing the week, but after dragging along 
in a listless sort of way, with little do- 
ing out side of contract deliveries, the 
price again fell off one-half cent. The 
closing price on Saturday was 41144@42c, 
for Southerns and machines, respec- 
tively. Export houses have, so far, kept 
out of the Southern market, and this 
fact, coupled with heavy receipts that 
were freely offered, served to bring 
about a weaker tone, though there has 
been no quotable change in the Savan- 
nah price, which is again given at 3914c. 
The weakness was even more apparent 
here, where receipts kept pace with 
deliveries, and New York is now about 
half a cent below the usual parity with 
the primary market, Buyers’ needs 
have evidentiy not been pressing, and 
they have consistently held aloof. Spir- 
its were freely offered at a shade un- 
der market quotations, but there were 
no takers for any quantity. The drop 
to 42c. for machines on Friday had no 
better effect, and the market closed 
dull upon the basis of those figures. 
News from the South was unimportant, 

ROSIN.—The market, on the whole, 
has been dull for most grades, but a 
good demand developed for F and G, 
which have been scarce all along, and 
are in sufficiently short supply to war- 
rant an advance. Holders of these 
grades are more than usually firm in 
their views, and are asking 5c. over the 
quotations of the previous week. F is 
now held at 1.85¢c. and G at 1.90c., and 
selling freely at these figures. While 
pales and good mediums have not been 
neglected, they are dull in comparison 
and proportionately easier in price. 
There has been a reduction of 5c. upon 
all grades above K, with the exception 
of window glass. The quotations are: 
K, $2.15; N, $2.60@2.65; W G, $2.75, and 
W W, $3@3.05. E rosin is quiet at 
$1.75, while strained and good strained 
are freely offered at $1.55@1.60. Re- 
ceipts have been in excess of deliveries, 
and stocks in yard have been increased 
to nearly 39,000 bbls. 

TAR AND PITCH.—Conditions have 
scarcely changed since our last report. 
Offerings are light and demand shows 
but little interest on the part of con- 
sumers. If anything the market for 
tar is a trifle easier, though not to any 
appreciable extent. Regulars are held 
at $2.20@2.25 and oil barrels at $4.15 to 
$4.30. Of late, however, a number of 
small barrels have come into the mar- 
ket which has enabled willing sellers to 
shade the price.

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PETROLEUM MARKET. 








Saturday Noon, Aug. 18, 1900. 

The two prominent and important 
features of the pipe line reports for 
the month of July—the large increase 
in stocks and decrease in deliveries— 
were the principal topics discussed in 
oil circles during the past week. Both, 
of course, were readily accounted for, 
but as there had been a general im- 
pression that the production would 
show a fair increase, as the monthly 
field report showed an increase in 
new production, there was surprise at 
all the salient features presented. The 
prospects for improved prices are now 
regarded as very remote, although it 
is not thought probable that the de- 
liveries will continue so light, in fact, 
it is regarded as reasonably certain 
that they will increase, and that the 
past month was exceptional, the de- 
liveries being influenced by a variety 
of circumstances, only one of which, 
the difficulties in China, being at all 
likely to continue. The indications thus 
far this month point to a probable de- 
crease in production, as there are 
fewer new wells being brought in, and 
the average production of those thus 
far completed show a smaller aver- 
age than did those of either June or 
July. It is probable, therefore, with an 
increase in deliveries, the statistical 
situation will undergo a change and 
that stocks will not receive important 
accessions during the present month. 
The reports from the fields during the 
past week show a smaller number of 
wells completed, with a full average 
percentage of dry holes, and the pro- 
duction of these later wells has aver- 
aged low, there having been none re- 
ported which add materially to the to- 
tal production, and it is probable the 
decline in the older wells goes on at a 
rate exceeding the new output. There 
has been no business to speak of on 
the exchanges. A synopsis of the last 
report of the principal pipe lines is ap-

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


The reports from the principal trade 
centers as to the condition of general 
trade have varied somewhat, but taken 
as a whole they indicate a slight im- 


provement over the conditions prevall- 


ing during the two weeks preceding, 


and in some lines it is said the active 


Fall movement has already set in, 
while there is a confident feeling that 
trade will improve as the season ad- 
vances. In the lines of trade repre- 
sented by the Reporter there has been 
a good seasonable movement in drugs 
and a fair business is reported in dye- 
stuffs, while in chemicals and oils a 
marked improvement in the demand is 
noted. Paints have been rather slow, 
but the movement is better than ordi- 
narily at this season of the year, and 
an unusually active demand is expect- 
ed during the Fall. The industrial situ- 
ation is improving, many of the plants 
which had been shut down during the 
heated term, and others usually sus- 
pending operations during the Sum- 
mer months, are preparing for early 
resumption of active operations, as or- 
ders are said to be accumulating. Less 
complaint is heard from the textile in- 
dustries, but in steel and iron the con- 
ditions appear to be a little mixed. 
The outlook, however, is regarded as 
favorable. The labor situation has de- 
veloped few new features of impor- 
tance, no new strikes of consequence 
having been reported and conditions 


in disaffected districts, especially in 
the mining sections, showing little 


change, though there are indications of 
gradual improvement. We also hear 
of fewer strikes in contemplation, there 
apparently being less discontent. The 
great agricultural staples show only 
moderate variations, with wheat and 
cotton slightly lower, while corn and 
oats have scored a small gain. Wheat 
opened on Monday at 79%c. and ad- 
vanced to 80%c., but gradually weak- 
ened and sold down to 78%c. on Fri- 
day, closing at 78%c. for September de- 
livery. Corn sold at 42c. on Monday, 
but did not again go below 43c. and 
on Wednesday sold up to 44%c., but 
later eased off and closed on Friday at 
44c. Oats started the week at 25c., ad- 
vanced to 25%c. on Tuesday and to 26c. 
on Wednesday, remaining at that fig- 
ure to the close. Cotton sold up to 
8.85c. on Monday, which remained the 
highest point of the week, the price 
gradually easing off to 8.5lc. on Fri- 
day, and closed at 8.54c. for September 
delivery. Lard varied but little during 
the week and closed at Chicago at 
6.6744c. for September delivery. The 
market for time money has been 
steady, with the supply fair, while the 
demand has been rather light and the 
volume of business has been small. 
Rates at the close were 3 per cent. for 
thirty to sixty days, 3% per cent. for 
ninety days, 4 per cent. for four to 
five months and 4@4% per cent. for 
longer periods. Money on call at the 
Stock Exchange has ranged from 1 to 
2 per cent., with the bulk of the busi- 
ness done at 14@1% per cent. The 
closing rate on Friday was 1% per 
cent. Mercantile paper has been in 
light demand during the past week, 
while the supply has been fair. Rates 
at the close were 4@4% per cent. for 
sixty to ninety days’ indorsements, 
44%4@5 per cent. for choice single names 
having four to six months to run, and 
5@5% per cent. for other grades. The 
price of bar silver varied daily, and 
closed on Friday at 614%4@62c. per ounce 
for commercial bars, and at 61%.@62'éc.

July price was $1.40. The great bulk 
of the exported flax is shipped from 
this country in October and November, 
and it would cause no great surprise if 


seed picked up on any declines, or 
even at present prices would show a 
profit. As to what sales have been 


made for export there is no information 
obtainable, it being a matter between 
the shipper and buyer and not of pub- 
lic record, The willingness of shippers 
to let the prices here fall off, 
bringing out selling orders from the

terially changed. Whatever decrease 
may be shown to have taken place 
since the previous figures were pub- 
lished is about offset by the larger 


acreage in North Dakota and the finer 
condition of crops in the Southwest and 
the central West. The reports received 
recently from North Dakota are more 
favorable than those of the preceding 
two weeks, yet it must be admitted that 
taking the acreage of the State as a 
whole an average yield per acre can- 
not be expected. Drought has caused 
some plowing under, but the loss from 
this cause is not of very great import- 
ance. The light and uneven yield in 
several sections of the State, due to the 
early drought retarding germination, is 
the most important factor at the pres- 
ent time in reducing the average yield 
per acre, while there has also been 
some loss from hot, dry weather during 
the blossoming period. Taking the 
State as a whole the decrease in condi- 
tion at the present time hardly can ex- 
ceed 30 per cent., and favorable weather 
from now on may make this estimate 
seem too high. The gsvernment figures

It 
is not to be expected that all the crop 
will escape frost, and immature seed 
will, in all probability, come in quite 
freely late in the season. The ear- 
liest general frost in the Northwest 
in ten years was in 1890, when a hard 
frost occurred on September 13, A lo- 
eal frost occurred in South Dakota 
Sept. 4, 1892; general frosts through- 
out the Northwest Sept. 25, 1893, and 
frosts occurred in several Northwest- 
ern States between Sept 15 and Sept, 
20, 1897. In many years frosts have 
first appeared between Oct. 5 and Oct, 
9, but it is reasonable to expect a kill- 
ing frost any time after the middle of 
September. Judging from the way 
seed is pouring in from the Southwest,

Yet there is 
considerable strength shown in oil con- 
sidering the decline in flax from its re- 
cent high figures. Oil prices hold 
close to the highest figures and the 
bulk of the oil available for spot de- 
livery is in the hands of one concern. 
The larger of the independents are fol- 
lowing the prices of the holder of the 
oil, rather than to disturb the market 
at this season. There seems to be 
nothing doing in futures, as neither 
buyers nor sellers are ready to talk 
business. In the language of the ring, 
they are sparring for an opening. It 
is claimed that stocks of oil in dealers’ 
hands are reduced to a low ebb, which 
is undoubtedly true, and that within 
the next thirty days considerable oil 
will likely be required. During that 
period at least the trade may look for 
a fairly steady market. 

LINSEED OIL CAKE.—The linseed 
oil cake is nominally $25 sellers, but 
some round lots have been sold that 
would not net over $24.50 f. o. b. Chi- 
cago, based on through rates. The 
undertone of the market is very strong, 
as everything indicates that foreign 
dealers both in the U. K. and on the 
Continent need supplies badly. The 
prices at which we have started the 
ball rolling have had a paralyzing ef- 
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fect on them, from which they are 
slowly recovering. Production is yet 
very limited, only a few of the smaller 
mills being now in operation. The 
strong position of feedstuffs both at 
home and abroad does not warrant any 
anticipation of a decline in prices in the 
near future, and such decline can only 
come when the supply begins to equal 
the demand. Ocean rates are very 
high, with an advancing tendency. 
CORN OIL.—This product is very 
quiet, There are no stocks of any con- 
sequence on hand, not over 500 to 1,000 
barrels, all told. A month ago the de- 
mand exceeded the supply and buyers 
were anxious. To-day there is enough 
trade to take the output, but it lacks 
the snap of former months. An im- 
provement looked for next month,

CORN OIL CAKE.—The feeling in 
this product is very strong.

In former 
times the valuable woods from the rich 
forests of black walnut and other 
woods were finished with coats of com- 
mon cocoanut oil, or polished down to 
the proper finish by great exertion on 
the part of the workman. There were 
little or no finishing materials to bi 
had, That was when the native car- 
benters used mahogany for pens for 
cattle, black walnut for floors and 
other valuable wreods for ordinary 


house building purposes. But since the 
Americans arrived here the natives 
have been taught the value of the hard 
Woods, and at present, instead of using 
the rich woods for building hog 
they utilize it in the making of articles 
of furnitur for shipment to other 
countries, or the wood itself sent 
away. The carpenters are also using 
the hard woods extensively in the fin- 
ishing off of interiors of the higher 
classes of dwelling and business houses. 
This interior work is now varnished 
finished with proper finishing in- 
stead of daubed with home made mix- 
tures produced from combining cocoa- 
nut oil, or fatty matters from the cari- 
bou with salts and ingredients obtained 
from the hills.

KINDS O¥ WOODS TREATED. 


The acle wood which grows here in 
reat forests is used largely for house 
building and trimming purposes, as it 
is capable of resisting fire for a long | 
time, and eventually chars away. This | 


wood is hard and can be made exceed- 
ingly smooth so as to take a good fin- | 
ish. Formerly the -natives rubbed a | 
little greasy matter into the wood, and 
then put on a coat of reddish coloring 
matter obtained boiling down the \ 
Sapan woods which give out a rich dye. | 
Then there the aranga, which 
capable of resisting the action of 
sea waters for a long time. The wood 
is therefore selected for in boat 
building operations and for tanks, etc. 
The natives formerly coated this wood 
with native gums procured from the 
forests.

But this varnishing material is 
by no means so efficient as the var- 
nishing from America, and whenever 
American varnishes can be purchased 
the builders choose them.

RESIN VARNISH MIXTURES NOT AL- 

WAYS GOOD. 

The natives had tried hard for many 
years to make a good varnish from the 
resinous substances collected from the 
pipe woods of Panay and some of the 
other southern islands of the group. 

' The general impression prevails that 
there are no soft woods on the islands, 
but this is because nearly all of the 
forests are hard woods, and the soft 
} woods are lost sight of. The writer has 
|} been through large pine forests in 
which the resinous matters can be col- 
| lected with as much freedom as the 
people of North Carolina gather tur- 
| pentine The natives have used this 
j resin for many years in making the 
| Varnishes of the Philippines, and those 
who are expert at the work are able 
to produce fairly effective mixtures. 
| But of course these home made var- 
nishes are by no means equal to the 


imported, and often times they are per- 
fectly useless, owing to defect in 
their origin or in their preparation, 


some 


SOME OF ®HE FINISHES. 


The natives of to-day are particular 
about the grades of finishes used in 
their houses or on their chests and 
pieces of furniture. Less than a year 
ago the varieties of varnishes were 
limited to what the native could work 
out by using the crudest forms of ma- 


chinery. At the present time they are 
on the market a goodly variety of var- 
nishes for bringing out varied finishes. 
Some of the woods finish in a good 
imitation of rosewood, others have a 


dark, brownish hue which is attractive 
and novel. The birdseye maple is also 


represented weil in some of the finishes 
of the hardwoods, The native families 
of the first class in these islands have a 


great desire for highly polished fur- 
nishings for their homes, and some of 
them will spare no money to obtain 
what they want. I have been seated 
at tables of the rich In which the tops 
are of one or two pieces of the most 
Valuable hardwoods and extending 
across the entire room. Some of the 
tables in one piece are 12 feet in di- 
ameter, with a finely polished top, ob- 
tained after hard labor with the rub- 
bing stones and the crude forms of 
varnishes and polishing stuffs of the 


islands. Some of the carved doors have 


panels of immense size, all finely fin- 
ished. Of course these rich articles of 
furniture and house decoration are 
found only in the homes of the rich, 
and possibly not more than one-tenth 
of the population may be classed under 
this head. The other nine-tenths live 


in shacks and require no varnishes of 
have 


any description, because they 
nothing worth applying finishing ma- 
terials to.

preventatives, Thotisands of residences 
for the best people of the islands have 
been finished off without any of the 
interior woodwork being varnished 
coated with finishes of any kind, due to 
the lack of the proper materials and to 
the lack of knowledge as to the danger,

ALL FLOORS HAVE TO BE SCOURED IN 
OIL DAILY. 

Regardless of the slack condition in 

which many of the houses and public 


buildings of the islands may be in re- 
gard to the finishes of the trimmings, 
the natives have never neglected the 


importance of having their floor scoured 
every morning with oil. The oily mat- 
ters keep off the ants and the numer- 
vermin, which would overrun the 
place in a very short time if nothing 


ous 


were done to kill them off. The regu- 
lar poisons used in the United States 


would have no effect unless vast quan- 
tities were poured into every nook and 
crack in the floors and in the building, 
Therefore the native families each have 
a machetta, who little else than 
care for the oiling of the floors every 
morning. The consumption of oils for 
this purpose is very much more exten- 
sive than one would suppose. The rich- 
er of the people use the costly oils, and 
have it applied freely, while the poor- 
er use illuminating oils mixed 
liberally with water. The mode of ap- 
plication with a broad mop. The 
mop is dipped into the oily mixture and 
the native runs it over the floor, to and 
fro, for sufficient time to cover every 
particle of the floor with oil. After 
going over the floor with this device he 
fits polishing brushes to his feet, and 
then begins to skate about, giving the 
floor a good rubbing down, which re- 
sults not only in working the oils into 
the fiber of the wood and destroying all 
insects, but leaves the floor in a high- 
ly polished condition, as if it had been 
waxed. 

The rich have always used the var- 
nishes and the oil in the cleaning of 
their floors, and in the polishing of the

But the poor of the islands who have 
always lived in nipa shacks, with 
thatched roofs and split-braided bam- 
boo floors, have had no money 
with which to buy preparations for 
keeping vermin from their homes, nor 
any inclination to go to work and make 
money with which to buy the necessary 
articles. Therefore the street inspectors 
who have been appointed by the mili- 
tary authorities have taken these mat- 
in hand, and have compelled the 
natives to keep their homes in a clean 
and pure condition by giving the fath- 
ers and sons employment in the street 
gangs long enough for them to earn 
money With which to purchase the re-

quired articles for treating the floors 
of their homes with the oils. It has

natives to corral and kill the same for 


the sake of the horns, the hides and 
the fats. The hoofs are also valua- 
| ble for glue making purposes. The 
horns, however, will be the main ar- 
| ticle df commerce, and these are to be

worked up in this country into buttons, 
combs, and kindred articles. The work 
will he done here because the native 
workmen have been educated into 
handling the caribou horn and because 
of the great cheapness of the labor as 
compared with American prices. The 
horn articles will all need polishing 
and varnishes and polishing materials 
will be needed. Some of the native de- 
vices for giving a high gloss to the 
finished horn articles revolve the article 
in oil, while other of the devices turn 
the article rapidly against a cloth sur- 
face previously dampened with finish- 
ing liquids. Still other apparatus is 
used for coating the little horn devices 
with varnishes and rubbing down the 
same so as to secure the proper hard- 
ness to the finished coating. 


MANY BAMBOO ARTICLES FOR THB 
STATES. 

Another source from which there will 

shortly be a good demand for var- 

nishes in these islands is in connec- 


tion with the bamboo works which are 
being established in all of the impor- 
tant cities and towns by discharged 
soldiers or others who have come here 
for the purpose of engaging in busi- 
ness. The bamboo of the Philippines is 
as is known, adaptable to a wide va- 
riety of and hundreds of 
things can be made from it, from 
houses to small toys, and all without 
nails, screws or bolts. There are com- 
plete houses here of bamboo without 
a nail or piece of metal of any kind 
in the connections; the floors, the roof, 
the steps, the shades for the windows, 
etc. There are drag sleds for hauling 
big loads, and there are little devices 
of all kinds of bamboo.

Only a few cables have been received 
from Smyrna, but they indicate a 
rather easier feeling, due to lack of 
buying orders.

at a temperature of about 50 to 65 de- 
grees C. without the introduction of 
air and keeping up by aspiration the 
concentration of mother waters of gal- 
lic acid proceeding from recrystalliza- 


tion instead of water, The formation 
of all the amorphous brown coloring 
maiters, which proceed from the de- 


composition of tannic and gallic acids 
in the treatment with sulphuric acid at 
a high temperature and in open air, 
is completely suppressed, and after the 


transformation of all the tannin into 
gallic acid the concentration may be 
continued by heat in the vacuum to 


the crystallization of the gallic acid. 

The brown gallic acid obtained in this 
way is, after cooling, of the concen- 
trated lixivium, separated in beautiful 
yellow crystals. By an ordinary oper- 
ation, at most a double recrystalliza- 
tion, with the addition of small quan- 
tities of animal charcoal free from 
lime, white gallic acid chemically pure 
is obtained. The mother waters pro- 
ceeding from the recrystallization yield 
also, at the time of the heating for the 
purpose of maintaining the concentra- 
tion in the vacuum mentioned above, a

In speaking of almond oil we have 
to remember at the outset that al- 
monds are produced in many coun- 
tries, and although most of those that 
reach our market are shipped from a 
zone falling between the 30th and 45th 
parallels of N. latitude, which might be 
broadly described as “Southern Eu- 
rope and countries adjacent,” we have 
within that limit to deal with fruit pro- 
duced under varying conditions both of 
climate and soil. This is evident when 
we glance at the different countries 
from which we get our principal sup- 











plies—viz.: Morocco, Canary Islands, 
Portugal, Spain, France, Italy, Sicily, 
Syria, and Persia. Moller, in his 


“Lehrbuch der Pharmacognosie,”’ states 
that approximately almonds contain 50 
per cent. of fatty oil, but the estimate 
of Schaedler (45 per cent. from sweet 
and 38 per cent. from bitter) is more in 
accordance with experience. 

“Almond oil’ of commerce is almost 
entirely obtained by the expression of 


bitter almonds in powerful hydraulic 
presses. The expressed oils from 
“sweets” and “bitters” do not differ 


from each other in any material degree 
(compare Valencia sweets and Sicily 
bitters), whilst the additional product— 
essential oil of almonds—obtained by 
distillation of the “press-cake”’ from 
the latter enables the manufacturer to 
supply almond oil at a price that would 
not be possible were really “‘sweet al- 
monds” alone used. We say advisedly 
“really” sweet almonds, because at the 
present time many so-called sweet al- 
monds are being used by manufactur- 
ers Which would prove very disappoint- 
ing to anyone seeking a few minutes’ 
pleasant and contemplative recreation 
by masticating them. 

Morocco, or “Barbary,” bitter al- 
monds are always more or less mixed 
with sweets, and it appears to be large- 
ly a question of the paint-brush, which 
can readily produce an “S” or “B” ac- 
cording to the state of the market. 
The exports from the more northerly 
ports—viz., Saffi, Mazagan, and occa- 
sionally Rhabat—appear less open to 
this objection, though a slight admix- 
ture is usually met with. The supplies 
from Sicily are not only of larger 
growth, but are prepared for the mar- 
ket in a superior manner, being cleaner 
and more thoroughly sorted into their 
respective classes “sweet” and “bitter.” 
Thus here, again, we must note a dif- 
ference even in bitter almonds, and 
whilst our suggested masticator would 
find even the ordinary Mogador 
“sweet” almonds bitter, if, on the other 
hand, he had got hold of true Sicilian 
bitters, his language might not bear a 
“qualitative analysis."" The important 
production of the Canary Islands holds 
a somewhat intermediate place between 
that of Morocco and Sicily, whilst 
French, Syrian and Persian practically 
resemble the Sicilian almonds as re- 
gards the quality of the oil they pro- 
duce. In view, therefore, of these dif- 
fering sources of supply, we cannot ex- 
pect absolute uniformity in results up- 
on the examination of the various oils, 
especially by color-reactions; fortu- 
nately, these differences are but slight, 
and in no case do they reach a limit 
that would cause difficulty in distin- 
guishing a genuine almond oil from one 
containing any of the ordinary adul- 
terants. 

The differences in the requirements 
of the British Pharmacopoeia and those 
of the United States and Germany are 
slight. The American suggestion of a 
possibly “colorless” oil appears to fore- 
shadow a state of perfection hardly to 
be anticipated here below, if we are 
speaking of the commercial product. 
The color is readily affected by pro- 
longed exposure to light and the oil 
can, of course, be bleached by artificial 
means; concurrently with these condi- 
tions it suffers greatly in flavor.

A general spirit of quiet pervaded the 
market during the entire week, and be- 
yond this there was scarcely a feature 
of note in any one line, not even ex- 
cepting gambier. Natural dye woods 
were particularly quiet and compara- 
tively little interest was shown in the 
chemical list. Consuming industries 
have evidently quieted down at the 
close of the summer preparatory to 
figuring upon fall purchases, and then 
again the strong position of s0 many 
lines, with attendant high prices, has 
operated against anything like a free 
market. The position as a whole is 
entirely unchanged irom that of the 
previous week, and of all the lines in 
our price current list we do not note 
one radical change. But the market, 
while quiet, shows signs of weakening 
on very few lines and the general posi- 
tion is one of strength, with rather an 
advancing tendency. 

ACETATE OF SODA.—The 
reinains quiet, and sales are 
most part confined to small 
lots at from 4%@bic. 

ALBUMEN.—The situation is entire- 
ly without change and the market 
maintains the same firm tone both for 
egg and blood. The scarcity of the for- 
mer is, becoming more marked and 
holders are proportionately firm in 
their views. No quotable change has 
been made in price, but anything like 
an active market would no doubt lead 
to higher figures. Blood is also strong- 
ly held, but demand is very light.

CUTCH.—Conditions remain very 
much unchanged and the market con- 
tinues to show little if any life.

The sailer Laghetto, which has been 
chartered, has not yet been reported at 
Singapore, so that it would not be safe 
to count upon her sailing much before 
October. Her cargo, too, will be light, 
probably not over 5,500 bales. There 
are rumors that the sailer Freeman 
from Boston will follow the other boat 
about one month later, but the an- 
nouncement is not official. Store 
stocks have heen reduced since the first 
of the month by about 8,000 or 9,000 
bales, which gives a still greater tone 
of strength to the market. Before the 
close of August, however, some 200 or 
300 tons are expected via London. 
Singapore still reports a remarkably 
firm market at 3.97l¢c. for far off posi- 
tions, which, with certain charges 
added, would make the price here very 
close upon 4 cents.
